GENEVA,  (UPD— The  United 
States  Thursday  offered  to  scrap 
480  B47  jet  bombers  if  the  So- 
viet Union  would  destroy  the 
same  number  of  its  equivalent 
TU16’s. 

THE  SOVIET  UNION  rejected 
the  proposal  and  renewed  its 
suggestion  for  the  worldwide 
destruction  of  all  bombers. 

Chief  Soviet  negotiator  Sem- 
yon K.  Tsarapkin  charged  the 
proposal  was  a Pentagon  plan  to 
replace  old  American  bombers 
with  new  ones  such  as  the  2,000- 
mile-an-hour  A-11. 

THE  U.S.  PROPOSAL  was 
placed  before  the  17-nation  dis- 
armament conference  by  Adrian 
S.  Fisher,  chief  American  nego- 
tiator. He  said  the  scrapping 
could  be  accomplished  by  the 
joint  destruction  of  20  bombers 
a month  over  two  years. 

The  six-jet  B47  is  capable  of 
jielivering  nuclear  weapons  on 
long-range  targets.  The  Soviet 
TU16,  known  as  Badger,  has  sim- 
ilar capabilities. 

FISHER  SAID  the  Kremlin’s 
counter-proposal  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  all  bombers  in  the  world 
would  upset  the  balance  of  mil- 
itary power  by  leaving  some  non- 
nuclear nations  without  any 
means  of  defense. 

The  B47-TU16  proposal,  he 
said,  would  “present 


out  the  United  States  and  the 
Soviet  Union  possess  roughly 
comparable  numbers  of  these 
aircraft  and  the  balance  in  the 
overall  force  structure  of  the  two 
sides  would  be  maintained  at  the 
reduced  levels  resulting  from 
their  destruction. 

THE  UNITED  States  said  ver- 
ification of  the  scrapping  would 
be  simple. 

“It  should  include  no  more 
than  the  observation  of  the  des- 
truction of  the  monthly  quota  of 
agreed  bombers  from  each  coun- 
try at  designated  depots,”  Fisher 
said.

His  address  included  a panel 
discussion  among  Drs.  Hugh 
Nibley,  religion,  and  Philip  Dan- 
iels, psychology,  and  Academic 
Emphasis  Committee  «iembers 
Cheryll  Lynn,  Richard  Pagett 
and  Bruce  Mclff,  moderator.  ^ 

MR.  HOFFER  made  a predfc- 
tion— backed  with  'figures— that 
America  will  see  25-30  million  un- 
employed people  in  the  next  15 
years  and  warned,  “These  are  20 
I or  30  million  • skilled  Americans. 
Icompetant  Americans  without  a 


sense  of  usefulness.  This  in  an 
ideal  set-up  for  a Hitler.  The  sit- 
uation will  be  explosive,  com- 
bustible— just  like  Germany.’ 

The  gross  national  product 
must  rise  $30,000  to  create  one 
new  job,  he  stated.  At  the  rate 
of  a 5 per  cent  increase,  “no  one 
can  expect  more,”  only  1 million 
jobs  will  be  provided  for  and 
“our  economy  must  create  at 
least  5 million  not  counting  bur 
unemployment  pool  to  stay  in 
the  same  place.”

Although  the  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center  is  still  several  months 
away  from  oompletion,  a group 
of  department  chairmen,  admin- 
istrators and  photographers  re- 
cently made  a special  tour  of  the 
building. 

The  new  Fine  Arts  Center,  a 
structure  on  5 levels  totaling 
from  240,000  to  250,000  square 
feet  is  scheduled  for  completion 
on  July  31,  with  the  academic 
and  production  programs  to  be- 
gin at  the  opening  of  the  1964- 
65  school  year. 

“THE  MOST  unique  thing 
about  this  building  is  that  all  the 
fine  and  creative  arts  are  in- 
tegrated in  one  building.  Here 
the  music  student  will  be  intro- 
duced to  Drama,  the  art  student 
to  Speech,  and  so  forth,”  Conan 
E.  Matthews,  Dean  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Fine  Arts,  who  conducted 
the  tour,  remarked. 

The  building,  which  will  be  the 
largest  academic  structure  on 
the  BYU  campus,  will  house  the 


departments  of  Art,  Music,  Dra-  or  through  the  center  of  the 
matic  Arts,  and  Communications,  seats.” 


THE  NEW  CItiNTER  resem- 
bles a gigantic  “H”  formed  by 
4 wings  and  connected  by  a 
“grand  gallery”  which  is  more 
than  250  feet  long  and  3 stories 
high.  Adjacent  to  the  Gallery  on 
one  side  is  the  Concert  Hall — a 
major  theatre  seating  1500. 

Dr.  Clawson  Cannon,  chairman 
of  the  Music  Dept,  remarked  on 
the  Hall,  “We  feel  that  this  is 
going  to  be  a very  exciting  room. 
One  interesting  characteristic  of 
it  is  that  it  has  Continental  seat- 
ing; there  are  no  aisles  running 


ALSO  ADJACENT  to  the  Art 
Gallery  is  the  Drama  Theatre 
with  a seating  capacity  of  over 
600.  “One  of  the  unique  features 
of  this  building  is  the  service 
channel  leading  to  the  playhouse. 
It  would  be  possible  to  bring 
trucks,  buses,  horses  or  even  el- 
ephants through  this  hall,”  com- 
mented Dean  Matthews. 

Dean  Matthews  also  remarked 
that  the  large  halls  and  class- 
rooms of  the  building  will  ac- 
commodate at  least  12  campus 
wards  on  Sunday.

Iranians  Will  Dance, 
Welcome  New  Year 


The  year  1343  will  be  ushered 
in  by  BYU  Iranian  students  at 
the  annual  Iranian  New  Year 
party  Saturday  at  7 p.m.  in  the 
basement  of  the  Smith  Family 
Living  Center. 

Tickets  may  be  purchased  from 
members  of  the  Iranian  Club 
and  at  the  door.  Tickets  will  cost 
$2.  Students  and  faculty  members 
are  invited. 

The  Bill  Hanson  Combo  will 
play  for  the  dance.  According  to 
Mehdi  Ghazanfari,  president, 
there  will  be  Persian  and  Samoan 
entertainment  and  Persign  food. 

The  new  year  according  to 
Mehdi,  is  celebrated  in  his  coun- 
try on  the  first  day  of  spring 
since  that  is  the  symbol  of  life’s 
beginning. 

Many  traditions  are  associated 
with  the  Iranian  New  Year.  On 
the  Wednesday  before  the  holi- 
day Iranian  families  clean  their 
homes  and  bake  a special  loaf 
of  bread.  The  bread  is  left  in  the 
oven  to  indicate  to  the  angel  of 
Blessing  that  the  family  is  thank- 
ful for  the  blessing  of  the  year 
and  are  ready  to  accept  those  of 
the  new  year. 

On  the  morning  of  the  New 
Year,  the  family  exchanges  gifts 
and  eat  the  special  meal  of  rice, 
smoked  fish  and  a rare  vegetable. 
They  listen  to  the  message  of 
their  Shah  on  the  radio  or  tele- 
vision. 

During  the  next  12  days  the 
Iranians  visit  their  friends  and 
relatives.  To  wind  up  the  festivi- 
ties, they  take  their  lunches  Jo 
the  country  along  with  sprouts 
of  wheat  they  planted  several 


weeks  before.  After  their  meal 
they  throw  the  wheat  into  run- 
ning water  to  symbolize  hope  and 
thankfulness  for  their  blessings. 


Be  an  Easter  Egg  Artist  and 
'Come  out  of  your  shell  this  year 
with  some  clever  ideas  to  scoop 
the  Easter  Bunny  in  your  apart- 
ment. 

Now,  you  can  eat  your  Easter 
ham  and  eggs  and  have  them  too 
with  this  Floral  Bouquet  Sha- 
dow Box  from  an  Easter  ham  can 
and  eggshell  flowers. 

The  shells  may  be  obtained 
“blowing”  eggs.  Use  a sharp- 
pointed  skewer  or  manicure  scis- 
sors to  make  a hole  about  the 
size  of  a small  pea  at  either  end 
of  the  egg.  Then  hold  the  egg 
over  a bowl  and  blow  through 
one  hole  until  the  contents  come 
out  the  other  end. 

Rinse  the  shell  in  cool  water 
and  drain  well.  Spoon  the  dye 
bath  over  the  shell  to  insure  an 
even  color  distribution  and  let 
the  colored  shell  drain  well  and 
dry  completely. 

Remove  both  top  and  bottom 
of  a ham  can,  being  sure  the 
edges  of  the  can  are  smooth. 
Paint  the  can  or  cover  it  with 
paper,  ribbon  or  fabric.  Decorate 
it  with  a colored  bow. 

For  egg  flowers,  use  pastel 
dyed  eggshells.  Insert  contrast- 
ing colored  pipe  cleaners  in  the 
hole  at  the  large  end  of  each 
eggshell,  bringing  it  through  the 
egg  and  out  the  other  hole. 

Arrange  the  eggs  in  the  ham 
can  with  florists  modeling  clay. 
For  interest  add  some  greenery 
and  maybe  an  Easter  chick. 

For  individual  egg  faces  blow 
the  eggs  out  according  to  the  di- 
rection^ and  if  you  can  get  some 
of  your  roommates  to  pose,  sur- 
prise them  on  Easter  morning 
with  an  egghead  duplicate  of 
themselves.
